The mill owners, who had looked 
for violence, had posted forty detee- 
tives and special policemen on the 
‘outskirts o their property. There 
was no parieying. The first rush of 
the strikers was met by a volley from 
the revolvers in the hands of the po- 
lice. Bellanger, who was leading the 
mob, fell at the first volley, with two 
bullets in his head. He died where 
he fell. The strikers sought shelter, 
and opened fire on the police, many 
of whom were hit. 

A desultory fusillade was kept up 
for fifteen minutes, the strikers ations 
ing their ground and the police re- 
maining behind their hastily-con- 
structed barricades. It was apparent- 
ly by mutual consent that hostilities 
were suspended while both sides re- 
moved their wounded. As there ap- 
peared to be a likelihood of a continu- 
ance of the trouble, an appeal was 
sent to Otiawa for troops. They ar- 
rived tonight and went into camp 
north of the lumber yards.

If 
automatic sprinklers of a pattern ap- 
proved by the Pacific Board of Fire 
Underwriters are used, then these areas 
may be increased 33 per cent.

During the day Garrett, through 
Works, Lee & Works, began a second 
action, this time against the Ingle- 
wood Water Company, to foreclose a 
vendor's lien for $250,000. He alleges 
in his complaint that, November 25, 
1902, he agreed to well and transfer to 
the defendant corporation all the 
Inglewood holdings of real estate and 
the water plant for the sum of $335,000. 
No security was held by him and the 
property has remained unsecured save 
for a vendor's llen which he had 
against the property. Of the total 
amount, $85,000 has been d, leaving 
$250,000 remaining due. e court is 
asked for judgment in this amount, 
and that it be decreed that plaintiff 
has a vendor's lien for the amount. 
Judges Lee and Works and Attorney 
McKeeby,. representing Garrett, wished 
the temporary injunction all em- 
bracing, so that the affairs of the 
Inglewood Water Company might be 
tied up pending determination of the 
suit. The defendants, on the other 
hand, contended that, while pledging 
themselves not to dispose of or encum- 
ber the holdings in any way, or dis- 
pose of the stock, they ought to be 
able to conduct the affairs of the com- 
ny and gather crops on their lands.

Plans Completed For Many Large 
improvements, Including Irrigation 
System, Building of Warehouse and 
Office Structure and the Giving of 
Facilities to Towns. 


OXNARD, Oct. 8.—The new combine, 
the Ventura County Power Company, 
which controls the gas, water and elec- 
tricity of the county, is showing activ- 
ity in many ways. The corporation is 
about to build a transmission line to 


Kern River line of the Edison com- 
pany, and from there distribute elec- 
tricity for light and power through 
out the entire county. This will give 
most of the towns something new as 
it will give all a twenty-four hour light 
and power service. 

A new battery of boilers and a new 
engine with direct 300 kilowat genera- 
tor has been ordered for the 

plant, to be operated in case of acci- 
dents on the transmission lines. 
Extensive plans for irrigation on the 
company's lands have bern completed 
and will be put into operation at once. 
A great system of ditches will be built 
to conduct the water from the Ventur7 
River to lands in need of water.

project will be carried out on a Scale 
large enough to make a big increase 
in the county's products for the next 
year.

FIRED IN DUEL 
WITH RIVERSIDE MEXICANS.

Officer Receives Bullet in Breast 
During Volley of Firing From in- 
trenched Choloe—Woundea Patrol - 
man Continues Shooting, Though 
Faint and Bleeding. 


RIVERSIDE, Oct. 8.—Officer Polcene 
is suffering from a bullet wound in the 
«east, one Mexican is dead and anoth- 
er is in jall as the result of a shoot- 
ing scrape that gave several officers 
of the city police force a close call 
for their lives early this morning. 

The trouble started in the Japanese 
poolroom on Fourteenth street about 9 
o'clock Sunday night. Guadalupo Lara 
and Frederico Berrara had a difference 
of opinion and Lara chose to settle it 
by shooting the man who had the 
temerity to cross him. He succeeded in 
firing five shots at Berrara and mak- 
ing his escape before ners Barrett 
and Van Kirk appeared and too« 
Berrara under their protection. 

Surmising that Lara would go home, 
the two officers went to his shack on 
East Kleventh street to keep watch for 
him. Toward midnight he went into 
his house with a companion, Ceprano 
Garcia. The officers made a move to 
place them under arrest, when the 
Mexicans turned and began firing at 
them. the Mexicans were shooting 
ing to kill, the officers decided that 
more help was needed. rrara was 
given a gun and he and Van Kirk 
watched the house while Barret tele- 
phoned to the police station for OM- 
cers Polcene and Baird. | 

Upon their arrival the attack was 
made. With Barrett stationed: at the 
back of the house to prevent the es-

MEAT PRODUCTS. 


WHAT BUYERS SHOULD SEE ON 


THE LABEL. 


Department of Agriculture Gives 
Samples of Deception and Tells 
Customers How to Pick Out the Ar- 
ticles They May Want to Purchase. 


In addition to the general notice is- 
sued to the railroads by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, there has been a cir- 
cular addressed to all inspectors in 
the service rigidly defining the vari- 
ous words that may and may not be 
used in branding meat products. The 
object of the order is to prevent the 
sort of deception usually practiced on 
the consumer, and if the consumer will 
remember the limitations of branding 
under the new act there is no excuse 
for his not getting what he pays for 
at the retail store, The essential fea- 
tures of the label, as stated by the 
Department of Agriculture, are that 
it shall state: 

The true name of the product. 

The true name of the manufacturer, 
if given. 

The true name of the place of manu- 
facture, if given. 

In regard to false and deceptive 
names the circular says: 

No picture, design or device which 
gives any false indication of origin 
or quality shall be used upon any la- 


Any statement, design or device 


regarding the virtues or properties of 
the materials contained in the pack- 
age that is false in any particular 
is prohibited by law. or example, 
the picture of a pig appearing on a 
label which is placed upon beef prod- 
uct; the picture of a chicken appear- 
ing upon a label placed upon product 
composed of veal or pork; the picture 
of a leaf or leaves appearing in con- 
nection with the word “lard” is con- 
sidered deceptive except that when used 
on packages containing leaf lard it 
may appear separately from the word

Another favorite method of mis- 
branding which ts eliminated by the 
new order is tne styling of a product 
as “Virginia Ham” though it was not 
raised in Virginia: “English Sausage,” 
though the pig might never have seen 
England, and Bologna or “Frank- 
furter Sausage,”” when the sausage was 
manufactured somewhere else. 

Such imitations will hereafter have 
to have the word “style,” “brand,” 
“cut.” or type“ inserted in the name 
as an indication tnat they are only 
an imitation of the real thing after all. 
Thus, “Virginia Style Ham will not 
convey any erroneous impression to a 
purchaser. The salesman can explain 
that it is “just as good” or anything 
else he likes. But the word style“ in 
the label will show that it is an imi- 
tation. :
